Execution of Maximilian of Mexico Recalled With Con- 


siderable Intercept at This Time 


Washington, D. C., June 19—In the 


light of present events it is not with- 
out interest to recall that today is tho 
fiftieth anniversary of the execution 
of the Emperor Maximilian of Mex- 
ico, 
whose untimely end represented 


the greatcit victory ever achieved for 
the Monroe doctrine and the greatest 
defeat ever suffered by the cause of 
imperialism at the hands of Democ 
racy in America. 


American 
diplomacy has never 


tried by court-martial and sentenced 
to death. 
Fifty years ago today the 


sentence was carried out at 
Quere' 


taro. 


•hown more brilliantly than during 
the trying period of the foreign oc- 
cupation of Mexico, immediately be- 
fore and after the close of the war 
between the States. 
The altitude of 


the United States toward the Napo-. 
Iconic achome of establishing an em- 
pire in the West commanded profound 
reapcet, even in the mind of as good a 
hater of the people as Louis Napo- 
leon. 


In the early part of 1864, 


Since the days of the French re- 


volution, as the historian points out, 
no such tragic fate had befallen any 
of the reigning families of Europe. 
The catastrophe in Mexico wrought 
irreparable injury to the prestige of 
Louis Napoleoin.

siderable Intercept at This Time 


Washington, D. C., June 19—In the 


light of present events it is not with- 
out interest to recall that today is tho 
fiftieth anniversary of the execution 
of the Emperor Maximilian of Mex- 
ico, 
whose untimely end represented 


the greatcit victory ever achieved for 
the Monroe doctrine and the greatest 
defeat ever suffered by the cause of 
imperialism at the hands of Democ 
racy in America. 


American 
diplomacy has never 


tried by court-martial and sentenced 
to death. 
Fifty years ago today the 


sentence was carried out at 
Quere' 


taro. 


•hown more brilliantly than during 
the trying period of the foreign oc- 
cupation of Mexico, immediately be- 
fore and after the close of the war 
between the States. 
The altitude of 


the United States toward the Napo-. 
Iconic achome of establishing an em- 
pire in the West commanded profound 
reapcet, even in the mind of as good a 
hater of the people as Louis Napo- 
leon. 


In the early part of 1864, 


Since the days of the French re- 


volution, as the historian points out, 
no such tragic fate had befallen any 
of the reigning families of Europe. 
The catastrophe in Mexico wrought 
irreparable injury to the prestige of 
Louis Napoleoin. 
To retreive their 


waning fortunes the rench emperor 
and his ambitious wife sought eager- 
ly for some new field of action.
